A Paper-Making Primer. 








Q. Chemical fibre is made by a sulphite 
process. Is it different from that made by 
the soda process ? 

A. In answer to the question, What 1s cel- 
lulose? it was stated that pure cellulose is 
white, and, although always of the same chem- 
ical constitution, exhibits remarkable physical 
differences which appear in the quality of the 
paper made from it; but it is interesting to 
note that, by special treatment, some fibres 
may be made to resemble others so closely 
that it is difficult to distinguish between them 
after they are made into paper. Hence it will 
be seen that quantities of pure cellulose pro- 
duced by either or both processes may be very 
different from each other in physical qualities, 
and this difference appears even in that which 
is made by the same process. Paper made 
from chemical fibre is glossy, transparent and 
brittle ; or it is rough, opaque and soft ; or it is 
close in texture and dense, but soft and pliable 
and deficient in strength ; or it is made firm, 
strong and mellow, resembling a rag-paper so 
much that it is difficult even for an expert to 
tell the difference ; and this varied result is 
obtained by the different application or man- 
agement of either of the processes. There- 
fore, if there is a difference in quality it is not 
necessarily due to either process, but to the 
methods of applying them, 


sulphite process based ? 

A. It is the same as in the soda process, 
disintegrating the wood by making the anti- 
cellulose soluble in water, thereby releasing 
the cellulose, which is washed and bleached in 
the same way as that obtained by the use of 
soda. 

Q. What is the sulphite ? 

A. The chemical combination is properly a 
bisulphite, or two parts of sulphurous acid, 
combined with an alkaline base. The form in 
which the bisulphite is now employed in the 
manufacture of fibre is the bisulphite of lime 
in one case and the bisulphite of magnesia in 
another, but inasmuch as the sulphurous acid 
is the active agent, it is not material which 
form is used, except in the interest of econ- 
omy, when everything else being equal, the 
cheapest ought to be employed. 

Q. How is the bisulphite applied ? 

A. The method of applying it is similar to 
that of soda, viz., to digest the wood under 
steam pressure with a sufficient quantity of 
the bisulphite solution of appropriate strength, 
until the wood is decomposed and the anti-cel- 
lulose has become soluble in water. The sub- 
sequent treatment of the fibre is the same as in 
the soda process, modified by the fact, that in- 
stead of soda there may be a trace of acid left 
in the fibre. 

Q. Isthere any advantage gained by the use 
of a bisulphite ? 

A. There are both advantages and disad- 
vantages. If the bisulphite process is care- 
fully managed a fibre of superior strength and 
color is produced ata lower nominal cost than 
by the soda process ; but thus far the cost has 
been greatly increased by the difficulty of find- 
ing a digester which will at the same time 
withstand the action of the acid and the ne- 
cessary steam pressure. This difficulty has 
made the actual cost greater than in the soda 
process. The cost for chemicals by the bi- 
sulphite of lime process is about the same as 
for colored rags, but with the bisulphite of 
magnesia it is not much less than by the soda 
process, where the soda is judiciously man- 
aged and carefully recovered. 

Q. Is the bisulphite likely to supersede the 
soda process ? 

A. Not necessarily, inasmuch as there is 
room for great improvement in the line of 
economy and quality in the manufacture of 
fibre by the soda process, but, as a general 
rule, manufacturers do not practise economy 
nor institute improvements until compelled 
to do so by competition or other circumstances, 
and, when these come, means will be devised to 
put the cost and quality on a par with that ex- 
pected by the bisulphite process, for cheap 
fibre by this process is thus far all a matter of 
expectation, and its manufacture cannot be 
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considered a success until a digester is pro- 
duced that will withstand successfully both 
the acid and the steam pressure. An iron or 
steel digester has been employed, lined with 
lead, but the difference in the expansion and 
contraction of the metals and the great duc- 
tility of the lead have been sources of contin- 
ual trouble and expense. However, a new 
digester is now being tried, which, it is expect- 
ed, will solve the problem. Still, the inevitable 
wear and tear incident to the use of acid will 
add to the cost of the fibre, while improved 
methods and better management will reduce 
the cost by the soda process. 

Q. But it is said that a larger percentage of 
the wood is obtained in fibre by the bisulphite 
process than by the soda. 

A. If this is the case it is probably due 
to the crude and imperfect management of 
the soda process. It isa fact that in some 
mills the yield of fibre per cord of wood is 
as low as 750 pounds, while in other mills goo 
pounds are obtained, and if still more is pro- 
duced by the bisulphite process it simply 
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shows that there is something wrong in the 
management and methods of those who use 
the soda. 
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Electricity from Belts. 


Recurring to the subject of electricity 
from machine belts a correspondent of the 
Scientific American writes that paper: ‘‘We 
have at present a very marked production of 
electricity on a pair of elevator engines in a 
very unfavorable place, it being in a basement 
of a large warehouse for stoves. This base- 
ment is very moist at all times, and the en- 
gines are well connected electrically through 
the steam pipe to boiler and feed pump, and 
to the ground by water main, also steam traps 
in the ground, the engines being set on large 
stone slabs. In spite of this, they at all times 
produce enough electricity to be seen. I have 
seen sparks two and a quarter inches long, this 
being from the belt to nearest point on the 
frame of the engine. Another effect is that 
both kinds of electricity are produced, the 
electricity being reversed when the engines 
are reversed, When the belt is running from 
the lower side of drum pulley to engine pulley, 
positive électricity escapes from edge of belt to 
brake rod. Whenthe belt runs in oppesite 
direction, negative electricity escapes from the 
frame of engine to face of belt. To judge from 
the experiment I made, as below mentioned, a 
moist temperature does not seem to totally 
prevent the production of electricity. I have 
brushed the edges and face of belt with a hand- 
ful of moist waste, after which the sparks were 
as usual, Even on rainy days I have noticed 
the sparks to pass the same, when I was not 
able to produce any with the plate machine. 
I have no doubt about the sparks setting fire 
to combustible dust. I have burned holes 
through papers of several thicknesses. The 
sparks are of very bluish to a yellowish color, 
with a loud crack, the passage of negative be- 
ing most bluish. I notice by running a wire 
across the face of belt, it reduces the size of 







































the sparks, but it did not prevent the produc. 
tion of same. Have oiled the belt swith castor- 
oil without producing any change.”

Paper-Pulp Digester Valve. 








The drawings illustrate a straightway 
gate-valve for paper-pulp digesters, which may 
be used generally for application to pipes or 
tubes conveying liquids and vapors, and espe- 
cially where the locking of the valve at any 
point of the opening thereof becomes of im- 
portance. The distinguishing feature of this 
valve is its capability of being locked or set 
at any point of its opening by acting upon 
the disks to insure the lock. 

Figure 1 is a vertical longitudinal view, 
showing the valve closed ; Fig. 2, a similar 
view, showing the valve open, and Fig, 3 
is a vertical longitudinal sectional view of the 
application of the device to a single-gate 
straightway valve, where only one valve-disk 
is employed to close the inlet, and the back 
of the wedge-block slides in guides set upon

the inner face of the valve cylinder or shell 
upon its outlet side. 


A is the shell or cylindrical body of the 
valve ; B, the cap, which is screwed upon the 
shell in the ordinary way; C, the stuffing-box, 
through which the valve-stem D passes into 
the shell or cylinder. 

E E’ are two sleeves set upon the small part 
D’ of the stem D, notched to receive the 
trunnions or spuds GG of the lever-arm H. 
These spuds are shown in dotted circles in 
Figs. 1 and 2. 

I is a hand-wheel rigidly set on the upper 
end of the stem to turn the stem, and thereby 
lock and unlock the valve. 

H is an arm jointed or hinged to the cap B 
and to the heel of the lever H, to provide a 
shifting fulcrum for the lever in the upward 
and downward movement of the heel, 

J is a round collar set rigidly upon the stem 
and engaging in corresponding slots J’ in the 
backs of the valve-disks, so that as the collar 
rises with the upward movement of the stem 


the valve-disks will be carried up with it. The j 


lower end, D", of the stem is screw-threaded, 
and engages in a female screw-threaded hole 
in the wedge-block K. The two opposite sides 
of the block K are provided with wedges K’ 
K", which engage with the bevel edges or pro- 
jections L L’, the latter being attached to or 
cast upon the backs of the two valve-disks M 
M’. These valve-disks close the inlet N and 
outlet N’. The direction of the current of the 
fluid is indicated by arrows. 

O is a stop or rest, upon which the lower 
end of the valve-stem impinges when the valve 
is closed. Turning the valve-stem by means 
of the hand-wheel does not operate to raise or 
lower the valve-disks, but moves the wedge- 
block upward and downward on the screw- 
threaded portion of the stem. The wedges 
engage with and slide upon the inclines, and 
as the narrow ends of these wedges are the 
lower ends, a downward movement of the 
wedges will jam the inclines and lock the 





disks against the faces opposite to them, re- 
spectively, at whatever point of opening the 
valve may be. The slots are formed in a 
block or plate cast upon the back of each disk. 
These plates meet in the centre, each being 
provided with a curved notch, which enables 
them to clasp the stem closely. 

The operation is as follows: Fig. 1 shows the 
valve closed. In order to lock or make the 
valve tight the stem is screwed down, so as, 
by means of the wedges, to force the disks 
tightly against their respective seats P P’. If 
it is desired to open the valve, say to the posi- 
tion shown in Fig. 2, the valve-stem is turned 
so as to slightly raise the wedge-block K and 
remove its pressure from the inclines L L’. 
The valve-faces are thus loosened, and the 
lever H is raised until the yalve reaches the 
position shown, when the stem is again turned 
so as to force the wedges against the inclines, 
whereby the valve-disks will be jammed 
tightly against the inner face of the shell, and 
the valve will thus be locked in its then posi- 
tion. The valve may thus be operated and 
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locked at any degree of opening, and the 
valve-disks will be free from any vibration 
caused by the flow of the current through the 
valve. The only radical difference between the 
valve shown in Fig. 3 and that shown in 
Figs. 1 and 2 is, that in the one shown in Fig. 
3 the valve-disk M is dispensed with, and sole 
reliance is placed in the single valve-disk M’ 
to close the inlet-port N’ of the valve. In this 
form of valve the back of the valve-block K 
is extended so far that it will engage with the 
guides Q Q, set or cast upon the inner face of 
the valve-cylinder, in which guides it slides 
evenly in its upward and downward traverse, 
and bears against the firm wall of the valve- 
cylinder when it becomes necessary to lock 
the valve at any point of opening or closing. 
The wedges act against the inclines of the 
valve-disk, as described above. 


The manner of attaching the wheel and 
lever-arm is as follows : The sleeve is first 
slipped upon the narrow part of the stem 
until it rests below against a shoulder or 
stop on this stem, The lever is then dropped 
by its collar over the upper part of the 
stem until its spuds or trunnions rest in the 
half-round notches of the cylinder. Tae sleeve 
is then slipped upon the stem until its half- 
round notches envelop the upper halves of the 
trunnions or spuds. The two parts thus form 
one sleeve or collar divided around the middle. 
The wheel is then set upon the top of the 
stem, where it is secured rigidly by a nut, by 
which it may be employed to turn the stem 
when it is desired to look or unlock the valve- 
disks. 

The sleeve and the trunnions or spuds do not 
interfere with the turning of the stem, as these 
trunnions or spuds project only so far into the 
sleeve as to insure sufficient grip to lift and 
lower the valve-stem to open and close the 
valve. The use of the sleeve in two sections 
with notches and spuds renders it very easy 
to remove the upper harness when it is de- 
sired to remove the stuffing-box head to re- 








stuff the box or to remove the cap to get at 
the interior of the valve. 

Instead of employing the wedges and in- 
clined faces, the block K may be made of a 
form oval in horizontal cross-section, in which 
case the turning of the block will result in its 
periphery impinging against the disks by a 
longer diameter than when the valve was un- 
locked, which would lock the disks ; but the 
wedge form is the most certain. 

The distinguishing feature of this valve is 
that it can be moved freely up and down and 
be locked at will at any desired point. The 
valve-disks or movable parts do not require to 
rest below upon any support in order to effect 
the locking. In this device they hang freely 
suspended from the stem at all times until 
locked, and the whole locking device is em- 
braced in the movable parts. 

The wedge-block is set upon the screw- 
threaded foot of the stem, and when the stem 
is turned to lock the valve there is no vertical 
movement imparted to it. The vertical move- 
ment is only used to open and close the valve, 
and has no effect upon the locking mechanism. 
This arrangement locks the valve at any point 
of opening. When used upon a paper-pulp 
digester, the valve is set upon the discharge- 
pipe and can be easily cleared of clogged pulp. 
The removal of the upper parts and the cap 
and the taking out of the internal mechanism 
will leave the valve-cylinder clear and easy of 
access to the operator. The valve can, how- 
ever, be applied to many various uses where it 
is necessary to shut off currents of liquid or va- 
por. In unlocking the disks to shift them by. __ 
the action of the screw-threads, the wedge-blocke~—~ 
is drawn up against the lower side of the 
plates R R’, each of which is attached to the 
back of one of the disks. The lift J engages 
in the slots J’ in the inner edges of these 
plates, and a half-round notch J" in each clasps 
the stem. As the wedge-block is forced up 
by the serew-threads it jams the lower faces 
of these plates between itself and the stop, 
thus holding the valve-disks firmly and steadily 
against vibration during the movement, and 
when the movement ceases the disks are again 
locked against the inner face of the valve-shell 


by a reverse movement of the screw-threads.

Belt and Pulley Testing. 


To get a good idea of the gripping power 
of a belt or the driving power of a pulley, rig 
up aframe with two pulleys of the same di- 
ameter (say one wooden and one iron), hang a 
short length of belting over one, weight the 
ends equally and see how many more pounds 
applied to one side will make the belt slip. 
Take the average of several tests, bringing the 
belt back to nearly its original position each 
time by a rope and pulley, as shown. Then 
test on the other pulley under the same con- 
ditions. The best driving pulley takes the 
most weight to counteract the friction ; differ- 
ent belts may be tested on the same pulley.— 
Power. 
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A Mill Incident.

the pulleys on the line shaft, the wall had not 
been cut away sufficiently, and as a conse- 
quence that the belt came in contact with a 
timber, with the result mentioned. Cutting 
away the wall removed all objections to the 
increased belt speed.—A merican Machinist.

The paper trade is decidedly dull. 
You may have heard this remark made before, 
but it is as true to-day as it was when you first 
heard it. Although some of the manufac- 
turers are wont to say when asked how busi- 
ness is, ‘‘ Well, our business is as good as 
could be expected,” still there is a general 
feeling of dullness in business circles, and it 
looks as if it would continue for the present. 
The ‘‘hand-to-mouth” principle of buying 
which has prevailed for months is still in 
vogue, and small orders are the rule, but if 
the mills can command a sufficiency of these, 
it will be far better than nothing. Many are 
looking forward to the coming fall, hoping that 
by that time an improvement will come. I 
hear of some fair-sized orders that have been 
placed this week at ruling prices, and there is 
a disposition to place some for future delivery, 
from four to six months ahead. Paper is as 
low now as it will be, and it seems as if the 
dealers would make no mistake in booking 
orders now. A change is liable to occur at 
any time, and some of the jobbers may get 
caught with small stocks. I have heard very 
little said this week about the proposed shut- 
down, although it is said that some of the 
mills are averse to the arrangement. Some 
will be willing to join the movement later on, 
but they do not care to come into it now. 
Stock dealers are complaining of the dullness, 
and say that their business is quieter this 
week than it was last. Many of the mills 
have rags enough on hand to last them two 
months or more, and very little is arriving on 
the railroads. The latter companies say that 
their business has not been so dull for months 
as itis just now. The market seems to be 
firm, however, and very few concessions are 
heard pf. The stock dealers argue that the 
manufacturers must buy fresh supplies some 
time, and if several of the large concerns 
should be obliged to buy at once it would force 
prices up. On the other hand, the paper 
makers seem to be in no wise concerned over 
the situation, and are inclined to allow mat- 
ters to take their course 

The award of the postal-card contract has 
caused considerable comment here, because of 
the low price at which the contractor must 
furnish the cards. Some of the paper makers 
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say that the figures often by Mr. Wool- 
worth will hardly pay for the paper, to say 
nothing of the printing, sorting and putting 
up in packages. The bid is 7 cents under the 
present price, and it is considered a mystery 
how the contractor expects to fulfill the de- 
mands of Government. The cry has been 
for a better quality of paper, and the Govern- 
ment was willing to pay 60 cents a thousand ; 
but it remains for Mr. Woolworth to demon- 
strate how he expects to improve the cards at 
a less price. 

The one-story stock-house owned by the 
Connecticut River Pulp Company was dam- 
aged by fire about $1,500 worth one day this 
week. The loss is fully insured. The force- 
pumps of Beebe, Holbrook & Co. furnished 
the first water, and with the assistance of the 
Massasoit and Wauregan pumps, the fire de- 
partment kept the fire confined to the building 
in which it first broke out. 


J. C. Smith will furnish 450 feet of shafting 
for the new glazed paper company, the Ma- 
chine Company will put in the elevator, and 
T. F. Kegan has contracted to do the piping. 

The Coburn & Taylor Manufacturing Com- 
pany has an order from a paper mill in Dun- 
dee, Scotland, for one of its patent rag cutting 
machines. The old method of cutting rags by 
hand is fast becoming obsolete among pro- 
gressive manufacturers. 

The annual meetings of the Wauregan and 
Franklin paper companies will be held to-day, 
and that of the Holyoke is called for Tuesday.

The survival of 
the fittest seems to be the motto of some 
paper makers, and from the direction in which 
matters are tending, one would judge that the 
test for the fittest was going on. The battle is 
not always to the strong nor the race to the 
swift, and when it comes to selling paper at 
cost of manufacture, 
stand it the longer. 

Manufacturers and paper dealers are fre- 
quently found in competition with each other, 
cutting prices to the injury of their own busi- 
ness and establishing a basis for future low 
prices. An instance of this kind came to my 
notice this week, and the paper dealer got the 
order. But, 
now, and as long as they continue, paper 
makers or paper dealers need not expect to 
see any improvement in prices.

This shows a gain in the net export of 
130,590 metrical cwts. or 13,059 tons in 
two years, equal to 25 percent. Having 
an outlet for their surplus product, despite 
the rapid increase of paper mills, there are 
no more complaints from Germany about 
too much competition at home and un- 
remunerative prices. But then the Ger- 
mans are neither afraid to send out agents 
nor to advertise freely, and in this man- 
ner they have monopolized some impor- 
tant trade.

It is related that, in experiments made 
between paper pulleys of this kind and iron 
pulleys, it was found that the transmission 
with equal belt tension was four to one in 
favor of the paper pulley; or that for equal 
transmission the tension need only be but one- 
quarter as much, or for equal tension the width 
need only be one-quarter as great. 





Experiment is also said to have shown 
that a 24-inch paper pulley is equal to a 
48-inch iron pulley, face and revolutions being 
equal ; also that a contact of go degrees on a 
24-inch paper pulley was equal to 180 degrees 
on a 36-inch iron pulley. 

The deduction made from this is that 
it is entirely practicable to reduce the diameter 
and face 25 per cent. when paper pulleys are 
used ; thus a paper pulley, 18-inch diameter 
and 6-inch face, may be used in place of an 
iron pulley of 24-inch diameter and 8-inch face.

Now, there seems to be an- 
other change coming about and we are getting 
back to the system in vogue years ago, and I 
think it is only a question of time when houses 
will again keep in stock the papers which are 
the products of their own mills. It is certainly 
a less expensive way both as to the matter of 
labor, rent and the capital required to keep up 
a stock of other people’s goods in addition to 
your own.” 

Charles A. Whedon, Wilkinsen Brothers & 
Co.—‘‘I have not yet heard that the fine- 
writing mills have agreed to shut down, and 
while I do not think that go per cent. of the 
manufacturers will sign the agreement, yet I 
believe enough will do so to carry the plan 
into successful operation.

THE MONEY MARKET.—There are no 
new features in stocks and the market is dull. 
Fluctuations are uncertain and there is no set- 
tled tendency in any direction. The money 
market is easy and unchanged, and call loans 
ruled at I per cent.

commercial bills, 4.85@4.85%. Continental 
bills were quiet and quoted as follows : Francs, 
5.194% @5.18% and 5.167%@s5.16% ; reichs- 
marks, 95%@954 and 953(@95% ; guilders, 
40% and 40%. Government bonds are weak. 
Reported sales are 40,000 4's, registered, 1907, 
at 12134 ; 20,000 4's, coupon, 1907, at 121% ; 
10,000 3's, at 103%, and 10,000 do. at 103% 
Railroads are without any new features. 


THE PAPER TRADE.—No improvement 
is noticeable in the condition of the paper 
market, and dealers say that transactions con- 
tinue light. No official announcement has yet 
been made as to the shut-down of the writing 
mills, although the opinion prevails here that 
a sufficient number of manufacturers have 
agreed to the proposition and that the stop- 
page will take place. Book is unchanged and 
News is still in good demand, although there 
are complaints as to prices. Manillas are 
steady at the recently advanced prices, and 
dealers say that the increase will be main- 
tained.
